I spoke to him by telephone before he 
left Belgium and he explained to me the 
reasons why he will not be in our World x 
Cup squad nor signing for Sydney Croatia, 
as we were led to believe. 


He has just signed a new, one-year 
contract with the Belgian club, who will be 
playing in the European Cup Winners’ Cup 
next season. 


“Ihave a very lucrative contract and 
there is no way my club would agree to

release me for Socceroo World Cup duty,” 
he said. 


“I'm a bit disappointed but there's 
nothing | can do about it. 

“As far as joining an Australian club is

“And with no disrespect, | think this is 
out of the reach of any Australian club. 

“There have been a number of big

CAUGHT UP IN 


FINAL TRAGEDY 


IKE a true Liverpudlian, 
Harry Lomas was up at 
im on Thursday 
morning three weeks ago to 
watch the live telecast of the 
European Cup Final between 
Liverpool and Juventus. 


The scheduled meeting of the giants 
of English and Italian soccer in the 
Belgian city of Brussels held the 
promise of a classic encounter. 

But in front of millions of television 
viewers throughout the world, the event 
turned into disaster as rioting in Brussels’ 
Heysel Stadium delayed the kick-off of 
the match for one-and-a-half hours.

For Harry Lomas, the match was 
forgotten as the off-field drama began 
what was to be ‘the worst day I've ever 
‘spent in my life.” 

Harry and his wife Elsie watched the 
horror from their St Marys home in 
Sydney's west aware that their 20-year-

old son Graeme was caught up in the 

middle of it.

his grandmother in Liverpool. 

He was like most ordinary football fans 
from the city who made the trek across 
the English Channel to see their favourite 
team play. 

Frantic calls to and from England 
punctuated Harry and Elsie's day as the 
death toll rose to 38. 

That evening, the couple received the 
welcome news that their son was all right. 

Graeme rang his parents at 10pm 
Australian time to confirm that he had 
escaped uninjured — although his tale of 
the events in the Heysel Stadium a 
harrowing one. 


The trouble was centred in the terraced 
stands behind ones goal, end Graeme 
experienced ing first-hand, even 
‘though ‘extent of the disaster 
wasn't known until much later. 

Graeme’s account supports the 
discription and diagram reproduced here 
from TIME MAGAZINE. 

“He said there were far too many 
Liverpool supporters bottled up in one 
Place," Harry explained. 

“Where the Juventus supporters were 
there was plenty of room and the onl 

thing preventing the Liverpool fans from 
getting into that section was alittle wire 
fence, which was knocked down.”” 

At the height of the trouble, a man next 
to Graeme was hit in the head by a brick. 

The rioting eased and the match went 
ahead, with few people in the stadium 


aware that people had been crushed and 
trampled to death when a brick wall 


‘There was more panic at the end of the 
match when more than 20,000 people 
were attempting to leave the ground 
through one double-doorway. 


‘When they returned to England, the 
Liverpool supporters on the coach with 
Graeme knew something had happened,” 
Harry said. 

“But it wasn’t until they stopped at a 
cafe and bought a that they 
found out that so many people had died. 


“People in Liverpool were obviously 
very upset. The Liverpool club has been 
playing in Europe for 21 years and nothing 
like this has happened before."’

As is now customary in European 
soccer, the organizers had sought to segre- 
gate the rival fans, placing most of the 
Britons behind the goal net in one set of 
low-priced, standing room only areas 
known as “terraces.” The Italians were 
put in similar terraces some 150 yds, 
away, behind the net at the other end of 
the field. In the middle, on both sides, 
were the seated ticket holders, 

But there was an untidy exception to 
that plan: Section Z. With room for an esti- 
mated 6,000 fans, the area was originally 
reserved for spectators from Belgium and 
other “neutral” nations. But many tickets 
wound up on the open market and were 
bought by British and Italian fans. As Ital- 
ians holding Section Z tickets arrived, they 
were generally allowed to enter. But the 
Britons were redirected into the adjacent X 
and Y terraces. As a result, the British 
zones quickly became overcrowded. 

Precisely what touched off the rioting 
remains unclear. Some witnesses said that 
the British fans merely wanted to get into 
the less crowded Italian section. 


European Cup Final were a frightening 
feality which shook the sporting world, 
Yet why?” is a question that will 
probably never be properly answered. 

Indeed, for Graeme Lomas it remains a 
mystery how the atmosphere in Brussels 
changed so much in the space of one day, 

“‘In the morning, Liverpool and Juventus

‘streets and swapping scarves and 
badges," relates his father Harry. 

“Yet by that evening the atmosphere. 
had built up to boiling point and it was a 
frightening experience for Graeme.

TRACING back on some of the history of ly, accredited. certi 


amateur soccer in NSW this week lands us 
in 1939, just before the outbreak of World 
War Il. 


The amateurs were known as the NSW 
Soccer Commission from 1936 onward. We 
haven't yet traced the name of the organisation 
in lier days. 

Here is the junior story of the day: 


NSW SOCCER COMMISSION 


THE above organisation, which came into being 
three years ‘ago, now controls 14 affiliated 
associations, viz, Newcastle, Maitland, South 
Coast (to which is affiliated the Miners’ 
Association), Sydney and District, Protestant 
Churches, Granville, Canterbury, Berrima Dis- 
trict, Ryde, St George, Eastern Suburbs, Manly 
and Northern Suburbs, City Houses and Boy 
Scouts. Altogether 6,038 registered players 
came under its jurisdiction last season. 

Five State Championships are conducted each 
year by the Commission, and with the disposal 
of several preliminary rounds, the 1939 series are 
now in a very interesting position. The associa- 
tions that have qualified for the various 
championships to date are as follow: 

Association Cup (all-age) — South Coast, Protes- 
tant Churches, Eastern Suburbs, Manly and 
Northern Suburbs. 

Richardson Cup (Under 21) — Newcastle, South 
Coast, Canterbury, Protestant Churches. 

State Junior Cup (Under 18) — South Coast, 
Maitland, Newcastle, Granville, Canterbury. 

Harold Read Cup (Under 16) — Maitland, South 
Coast, Newcastle, Canterbury, Manly and 
Northern Suburbs. 

Hugh Connell Shield (Under 14) — Newcastle, 
Maitland, South Coast, Scouts, Granville, Can- 
terbury.
